In discussing the matter of finances 
last Tuesday, W. J. Jackman, secre- 
tary-treasurer of the provisional board 
of seven trustees; said the United 
States interests were ready to finance 
the Alberta wheat pool, just as Aarou 
Sapiro said, if the Canadian Banks are 
not.

Seven U. S. Destroyers 
~ ‘Ran-on Rocks in Fog 


Seven United navy. destroyers and 
the Pacific mail liner. Cuba were 
wrecked Saturday morning and Satur- 
iday night, the ndvy vessels crashing 
on the rocks in a dense fog off Argu. 
ello light, 75 miles north of Santa 
Barbara, and the passenger steamer 
on a reef off the south end of San 
Miguel Island, 35 mile south of that 
port. 

Twenty-five enlisted men of the de- 
stroyers lost their lives in the naval 
disaster and all the destroyers were 
reported as total losses, ‘ 

The liner Cuba was reported to have 
sank during the night but all passen- 
gers and members of the crew either 
were landed at Los Angeles by the 
destroyer Reno, or are on their way Co 
San Francisco on board the Standard 
Oil tanker W. 8. Miller, with the ex- 
ception of Capt. O.J. Hollond, the pur- 
‘ser, steward and eigth seamen, who 
remained on board to fen a’ ship- 
ment of $2,500,000 in silver bullion.

giving their opinions of it. In a re- 
cent issue of the Toronto Globe, W, 
Carmichael, of Collingwood, has an 


article in which he says he secured a 
car of Alberta coal for which he paid 
$9.00 a ton freight, just to give it a 
fair try out. He distributed this coal 
among his friends and in every case 
they report that it proved most satis- 
factory. r 

Mr. Carmichael says that in the Al- 
berta coal he has found a fuel that 
there is no mystery about and which 
does not require a college education in 
order to use. He says that with the 
mixture of stone and coal which they 
have been receiving as anthracite of 


late years he would willingly pay the 
same price for first-class tberta coal 


in preference to th U. S. anthracite. 

This being the case every effort - 
should be made to make it possible to 
put Alberta coal on the Ontario mark- 
et ona basis which would make it 
possible to compete with U. S. coal. 
It would appear that the only obstacle

Past achievements and 
history, present conditions and future prospects all unite. to demonstrate 
that every reason exists for ‘uunexampled pride in this Dominion. It makes 
no difference whether one delyes into the realms of science, or art, or inven- 
tion, or government, or of material achievement, to establish a place of real 

- impertance for Canada among ‘the nations of the world. 

What people constructed the first ocean-going vessel to cross the Atlantic 
under its own steam power, and who successfully navigated it across the seas 
to Europe? Canadian. 

Who. built,.and are today successfully operating, the greatest single trans- 
portation system in the world?

London’s Traffic Problem 


Experts 


Say Congestion Costs City 
Many Millions Yearly 

Twenty million pounds annually fs 
thrown to the winds as a result ot 
traffic delays and congestion on the 
streets of London, according to ex- 
perts in the art of statistics. This 
huge sum, which is said to be a con- 
servative estimate, is sufficient, how- 
ever, to arouse the indignation of 
many London newspapers, and to open 
a campaign against the present plight 
of the street traffic. 

The members for London In the 
House of Commons have agreed to 
take the matter up and present a bill 
designed to regulate all classes of 
traffic in the clty. 

The most difficult problem In Lon- 
don is that of the omnibus and 
other heavy motor lorries. There are 
about 3,700 passenger buses in opera- 
tion in the city, and the number fs 
steadily increasing. The congested 
traffic has caused a considerable loss 
to the bus owners, as it is impossible 
for the machines to make any speed 
through the maze of other vehicles. 
The situation is becoming worse ac- 
cording to the newspapers, and it now 
takes a bus three minutes longer to 
traverse the Strand, about a half mile 
in length, than it did six months ago. 

A report shows that 63,500 vehi- 
cles. pass Hyde Park Corner every 12 
hours beginning at éight o’clock in the 
morning, while Piccadilly Circus ac: 
counts for 42,200 and Trafalgar Square 
for 41,000. 

At the present time only in the City

(By Professor A, E. Potts, Professor of Dairying, University 
of Saskatchewan) 


The dairy industry in the province, 
of Saskatchewan, still in its infancy, 
has been showing a steady growth for | 
several years. It has grown in spite 
of the fact that the dairy cow has not 
been very popular with the majorily 
of farmers who in many cases came 
out. west with the definite object of 
getting away from the ties and 
“chores” that are the necessary ad- 
juncts to a dairy farm. It is much 
more popular to grow ~eash grain 
crops, and on many farms the cow has 
been, and still is, conspicuous by her 
absence. Nature has- rebelled, how- 
ever, and has already shown in many’ 
ways that grain crops alone cannot be 
grown continuously without bringing 
. 3 tec of troubles on the head of the 

ain miner.” The result has“been 
a gradual change to.a more diversi- 
fied type of farming. This change is 
being made not from ‘choice’ but from 
necessity. The keeping of livestock 
bas incréased, and bécause, in recent 
years, the dairy cow has proved the 
most profitable form of livestock to 
keep, she is rapidly gaining in favor:

This sounds very logical and simpie, 
| but it is a dificult matter to put into 
practice, If an individual. plant 
starts to pay for cream on the quality 
basis, the result will simply be a loss 
in business since the patron who is 
given the lower grade will immediate- 
ly send his cream elsewhere, Sever- 
al attempts have been made by groups 
of creamery men to work by a “gentle- 
men's agreement,” but this system has 
never proved entirely satisfactory, 
and in some cases the results have 
been almost disastrous for the opera- 
tors who have lived up strictly to their 
agreements, 

A’ solution has already been found 
for-this problem in the west. At the 
request of the parties concerned, the 
operators, the producers and the Pro- 
vincial Governments of Alberta, Sas- 


kaichewan and Manitoba have passed. 


legislation requiring that all cream 
bought for butte making shall be paid 
for on grade according to fixed stand- 
ards, and on May 1 of this year, offi- 
cial government graders were located 
at the butter making plants in the 
three provinces to enforce these regu 
lations. 

The new system will undoubtedly 
have far-reaching effects and will do 
much to stabilize the industry. The 
producer will ship with more confi- 
dence, knowing that his cream is be- 
ing graded by a third party who is 
disinterested, and a great source of 
discontent will.thus be removed. The 
t} creamery man will know that he can 
pay moré for a good article and less 
for a poor one without risk of losing 
his business, and the result of these 
two factors will be that the grade of 
cream shipped will undoubtedly im- 
prove, with a resulting improvement 
in the quality of butter manufactured. 
This in turn will react on the price ob- 
tained on the market, which will 
mean, in short, that the returns: will 
be greater both to the producer and 
to the manufacturer. It is believed 
that this increase will more: than off. | 
set the cost of operating the grading | 
service.

Because of this 

and other minor reasons such as con- 

seryatism, the change is slow and dif- 

ficult to make. ' In Saskatchewan this | 
‘problem does not exist as all creamer- | 
ies are cquipped for pasteurization 
and no raw butter is made, This one 
factor in itself is a great help to the 
batter trade since it ensures that only 
one kind of creamery butter is made, 
pamely “pasteurized.” This is the 
first and ‘a very important step to- 
wards uniformity of quality, which is 
an absolute essential if the produet is 
to be marketed profitably, 

Again, wherever butter” is made 
from gathered cream, and this applies 
to most parts of Canada and the Unit-

Natural Resources Bulletin 


More Muskrats Trapped Than Any 
Other Fur-Bearing Animal 

The Natural Resources Intelligence 
Service of the Department of the In- 
terior at Ottawa says:— 

During the trapping season 1921-22, 
there were 4,266,790 pelts of fur-bear- 
ing animals taken in Canada to whicli 
Manitoba contributed 1,101,556, 


Sas- 
katchewan 798,066, and Alberta 682,- 
266. The muskrat accounted for al- 


most threequarters of the animals tak 
en, being 3,060,526 for the whole of 
Canada, 511,529 im Manitoba, 685,163 
in Saskatchewan, and 673,431 in Al- 
berta, the average price being $1.45. 
How intensively the trapping of the 
muskrat is being carried on is. evi- 
denced by the figures for the past year 
issued for Saskat¢hewan, which show 
that 1,006,197 were taken. 

‘Being a very prolific breeder,’ hav- 
ing litters of from six to eight young 
three or four times a year, there is 
little danger of the species being de- 
pleted, except in areas where swamps 
or sloughs are drying. up.

Many Lives Lost 
In Mining Coal 


Figures Given in Report of Depart. 
ment of Labor 

There was a miner killéd in the 
province of Alberta for every 170,000 
tons of coal raised in 1922, according 
to a report published by the Federai 
Department of Labor. In the prov- 
ince 6f British Columbia in the same 
year there was a fatality for every $3,- 
000 tons raised. The report covers a 
period of ten years and the product 
The 
lowest. output per fatality in Alberta 
was 18,000 tons in 1914, and the high- 
est, 282,000 in 1921. In British Col- 
umbia the lowest output per fatality 
was 37,000 tons in 1915, and the high- 
est, 256,000 in 1921. : 

In 1922 there were 81 fatal acei- 
dents in the coal mines of British 
Columbia, a ratio of 4.66 per cent. 
per 1,000 employed; in the metalifer- 
ous mines of that provincé the num- 
ber of fatal accidents was six, or a 
ratio of 2.84 per 1,000; in Alberta, the 
number was 35, a ratioi of 4.12; 
in Ontario the number was 30, a ratio 
of 2.72; in Quebec the number. was 
16, a ratio of 2.72. 

The figures for Nova Scotia for 
1922 are not given; in 1921 in that 
provinee, there were 29 fatal acci- 
dents, a ratio of 3.36 per thousand, 

In Saskatchewan mines there was 
only one fatal accident in 1922; in 
Maniioba three; and in New Bruns- 
The ratios are not given 
for these provinces. : 


“New York Has Richest Church 


Yearly Income From Property Owned 
is Over Million 

There are several churches in the 
country that are not worrying about 
paying the preacher.. The richest 
one in the world is the Trinity organ- 
ization in New York, which’has a Dil- 
lion-dollar graveyard, The annual 
statement of the church, which has 
just been given out, shows. that the 
income for 1922 was a trifling’ matter 
of $1,250,000. Of this $230 was 
rent, so that it may be seen that the 
church does not rely on its seats for 
its revenue. In fact, Trinity took in 
over $1,100,000 from the rental of 
buildings and land owned by the 
body. The church gave $80,000 to the 
pastor and his assistants. Religious 
property is exempted from taxation, 
but Trinity pays nearly $300,000 a year 
in taxes on its business holdings. The 
assets of’ its church are nearly $15,- 
000,000 and there are upwards of 10,- 
000° communicants in the parish. 
There are five services a day and the 
mother chureh is open all the time. 
Trinity is not merely a wealthy 
church, but is one of many everyday 
activities of human  interest.Los 
Angeles Times. i

British Invention Which Should Be 
Appreciated By Housewife 

AS every housewife -knows, clothes’ 
that are “bone dry” cannot be iron: 
ed smooth. | Unless. one is very for- 
tunate in stopping the drying of the 
linen at exactly the right moment, 
each piece must be sprinkled by band. 
This operation results in saturating 
some parts of the fabric whilst others 
remain quite dry. Even after the ma- 
terial has been roHed up and left fo) 
an hour or two, come parts are much 
wetter than others. All this expen 
diture of time and trouble is avoided 
by an electric, steam iron recently 
placed on the market by. a British 
firm. Outwardly an ordinary electric 
iron, this special pattern contains a 
Small water tank in the pillar whieh 
supports the handle. From the tank 
water falls, one drop at a time, on to 
the hol sole plate where it is immedi- 
ately vaporized. The steam formed 
escapes through perforations in a dila- 
onal line across the bottom of the 
fron and thus dampens the fabric at 
the exact moment and in the exact 
manner required. The amount of 
Steam delivered is adjustible by turn 
ing a regulating screw on the drip 
feed, and if this screw be turned com- 
pletely “off,” the user has at once a 
dry iron. nvery contingency likely 
to arlse from the use of water in the 
iron itself has been met by prolonged 
experimental work, and by appropriate 
design and manufacture. Apart from 
its domestic uses, the new iron is find 
ing extensive application in laundries,

The Sense of Humor 


Every Nation Has Ite Own Brand of 
Joke 

When about to gail for home on 
the Aquitania after his visit to the 
United States, Mr. BD. 8. ew, 
the new director of Punch, remar 
“I have observed that Americans laugh 
more than the British; but there are 
too many gigglers in America, It re- 
quires too little effort to make Ameri- 
cans laugh.” And Irvin 8S. Cobb, who 
had hustled to the quayside to see his 
daughter off, immediately retorted: 
“Americans have a better sense of hu- 
mor than the British, bécause they 
have the British to laugh it.” 

Nothing is easier than to say that 
other nations have no sense of hu- 
mor, or. have less than one’s own. 
The Irish have often said that the 
English are devoid of it. The Bng- 
lish deny it to the Scots, and many 
Americans believe that a joke is 
wasted on an Englishman. But the 
fact is that what passes for humor in 
one country may fall flat in another. 
Every nation has its own brand of 
joke, which is not always intelligible 
elsewhere, and a. large percentage 
everywhere of what is labelled humor 
consists of local or topical allusions 
or vaudeville oatches which would 
have no meaning in other countries, 
or perhaps in other parts of the same 
country, and in any case soon get 
worn out, 

Some one, who was a close ob- 
server of the nations to which he 
referred, once made a neat com- 
parison of the English, Irish, Amerl- 
can, French and Germans. The Eng- 
lish, he said, have humor and irony, 
but not wit; the Irish have wit and a 
senes of fun; but not humor; the 
Americans haye a sense of fun, but 
not humor; the Germans have irony, 
but no sense of humor; and the 
French alone have wit, humor, frony 
and a sense of fun... All the great hu- 
morists in every country have been at 
bottom serious men, who have had 
pathos and deep human sympathy. 
Their sense of fun is their way of tilt- 
ing at. the absurdities of their time, 
for, after all, a genuine sense of hu- 
mor is a sense of proportion which {s 
able to see what is grotesque or fool- 
ish and hold it up to ridicule. 


- Lightning-Rod Comes Back 


Franklin's Invention Has Been Re- 

indorsed By Electrical Scientists 

The lightning-rod is coming back. 
The first electrical scientists of the 
time, Thomas A. Edison and Dr. 
Charles P. Steinmetz of the General 
Elettric Company, have re-indorsed 
it when properly installed, as a 
protector of buildings from fires’ 
caused by lightning. The national 
board of fire underwriters now gives 
a great physieal push toward its 
restoration by declaring that 99 per 
cent. of such fires can be prevented 
by a general use of the rod, and by 
offering its services for the adoption 
of right méthods of installation. It 
is a new vindication for Benjamin 
Franklin and the first lightning-rod, 
which grew out of his kite experi- 
ment some 170 years ago. But it

History Shews Years Usually Develop). 


; Early Talent 

The recent arrival in England of a 
boy who is a master of twelve lan- 
guages, as well as a good musician 
and scientist, though he-is only four- 
teen, provides the latest case of preco- 
city of Jjalent. Some people have the 
idea that such talent always peters 

out early because it started early, but 
history does not fully. endorse that 
theory. 

Macaulay was an historian at eight, 
Tennyson a poet quite as early, Byron 
wrote passionate verses at ten, and 
Bacon was a philosopher at the same 
age. Mozart made his debut as com- 
poser and musician at six. In fact, 
at five he composed a piece so diffi- 
cult that his father, who was a musi- 
cal professor, found difficulty in play- 
ing it. 
twalve. : 

‘At the age of nine Dante was com- 
posing sonnets, Vernet was a painter 
at four, and Millais about the same 
age. Visconti was a preacher at six, 
while Tasso talked-at six months and 
could speak Latin at the age of seven. 
Mirabeau preached at three, and pub- 
idhed a book at ten. 

Pascal composed his treatise on 
conie sections at fifteen, and at thir- 
teen Ampere was an acknowledged 

scientist and great mathematician. 
Wesley could play the organ when six, 
and in his eighth year composed a 
military march, Verdi, too, was a 
composer at the age of nine. Doug- 
las Jerrold achieved success on the 
stage with a farce when he was only 
fourteen, and William Henry Ireland 
emulated Chatterton, “the marvel- 
lous boy who perished in his prime,” 
by forging “new plays” by Shakes- 
peare, at the age of seventeen, so 
skilfully that they deceived even the 
critics. 

Robert Burns wrote some of his best 
poems while he was a ploughboy and 
Ruskin had written “Modern Paint- 
ers” at twenty-four.

_ Jakob and Mathilde Rutz have just 
celebrated thelr golden wedding anni- 
versary, one more milestone, in two 
lives. which have been devoted to 
the Passion Play for 70 years. Rutz 
was the village smithy of Oberam- 
mergau until age pulled him away 
from the forge, and is the father 
in-law. of Anton Lang, the renown- 
ed portrayer of the life of Christ._ 

In 1850, as a babe of three, Rutz 
took his original part in Oberammer- 
gau’s famous play. He was then cast 
as Adam’s son in one of the. Old Test- 
ament tableaux which feature the per 
formances, Ten years later he ap- 
peared as an alto soloist and in 1870 
as chief assistant to the Passion Play 
prologist and choir leader, Johannes 
Diemer. During the performances ef 
1880. Diemer again held this com- 
bination position but Rutz often sub- 
stituted for him and in 1890 replaced 
the leader entirely, » 

For centuries the Diemer family has 
furnished the choir leader, Rutz be- 
ing the only person ever to break in on 
this.otherwise uninterrupted succes- 
sion. 

In 1870, when the Passion Play sea- 
son had to be interrupted, Rutz was 


called to the colors for the Franco- 
It was an ironical 


Prussian War. 
coincidence that he was billeted dur- 


‘ing the hostilities with a French fam- 


fly which had once been his guests at 
Oberammergau while attending the 
play. 

Mother Rutz’s devotion to the Pas- 
sion Play has expressed itself princi- 
pally in hospitably caring for many of 
the thousands of tourists who trek 
this way every ten years, One of 
her two sons lives here and took a 
prominent part in last year’s play; the 
other lives in Munich and is therefore 
not eligible to the cast. Her daugh- 
ter, Mathilde, the wife of Anton Lang, 
made a name for herself in former 
years as a Passion Play artist. 

Rutz continues active in public 
life, as a member of the village gov- 
ernment and one of the Passion 
Play executive committeemen,

Ottawa Sometimes Breaks Rule 


Forward Live Chicks Through Mail 
Although Against Regulations 

Although the shipping of live chicks 
through the mails by parcel post is 
prohibited in Canada the officials of 
the post office occasionally receive 
shipments of live chicks which have 
been accepted in the United States for 
delivery in Canada. The _ officials 
have the power to refuse the ship- 
ments and send them back to the point 
of shipping, but as this in most cases 
would mean the death of the chicks, 
the officials usually send the cases 
on to their destination, 

Many people wonder how it is that 
small chicks, only a few hours hatch 
ed, can go a journey taking anywhere 
from 12 hours to three days, without 
food and yet arrive alive. This ex- 
planation is that a chick when hatch 
ed does not require food for from 48 
to 72 hours. ‘The chick is ordered by 
the poultrymen some days before it is 
hatched and when the bateh is hatch- 
ed it is put into specially prepared 
cases right away and started on its 
journey to the purchaser, As a rule 
all the chicks in the shipments come 
through their first adventure in life in 
good health,
